

Officers cleared of wrongdoing 


Year-long probe into 
alleged dumping of 
Aboriginals wraps up

On the same day that Prime Min¬ 
ster Stephen Harper formally apol¬ 
ogized for a policy of taking 
aboriginal people from their homes 
and families and sending them far 
away to residential schools, a group 
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of Edmonton police officers ac¬ 
cused of dumping nine homeless 
Aboriginal people in a remote area 
was cleared of any wrongdoing. 

After a public complaint, RCMP 
launched a year-long investigation 
of Edmonton city police officers for 
allegedly picking up nine homeless 
people on Whyte Avenue in May 
2005, cramming them into a police 
van and dropping them off in the 
city's north. 

The investigation wrapped up 
yesterday. Alberta Justice Special

Police Chief Mike Boyd was 
out of town yesterday and his 
spokesman Jeff Wuite said he 
would not be taking any calls on 
the matter. 


Prosecutions recommended that no 
criminal charges be laid against any 
of the officers involved. 

"What they did was wrong," said 
Harold Roscher, chaplain direc¬ 
tor of the Edmonton Na¬ 


tive Healing Centre. "I'm not going 
to condone their actions, and they 
obviously need better ways of deal¬ 
ing with things." 

The Edmonton Native Healing 
Centre provides a drop-in centre for 
Aboriginal people, including social 
programming that teaches life skills 
to youths and adults. 

Since the incident, Roscher said, 
police have been

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homeless people off at the centre 
more often. 

"Sometimes these drunks and ad¬ 
dicts are a pain in the butt and a 
handful to handle," he said. "Drop¬ 
ping them off, hoping they'll sober 
up on the walk back is the wrong 
way to handle it though." 

Roscher said there should have 
been some disciplinary action. Jail 
would be too harsh, he said, but a 
suspension without pay would have 
been a suitable alternative.

Native leaders 
express hope for 
better relations 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper addressed one of the 
darkest chapters in Canada's 
history yesterday as he for¬ 
mally apologized for forcing 
150,000 aboriginal children 
into grim residential schools, 
where many say they were 
sexually and physically 
abused. 

Harper told a Parliamen¬ 
tary chamber packed with 
legislators and aboriginal 
representatives that there 
could be no excuses for what 
happened at the church-run 
schools, which operated from 
the 1870s to the 1970s. 

"The government of 
Canada sincerely apologizes 
and asks the forgiveness of 
the aboriginal peoples of this 
country for failing them so 


profoundly. We are sorry," 
Harper said in a 15-minute 
address, at one point fighting 
back tears. 

Native leaders said they 
hoped the apology would 
lead to a new era of reconcil¬ 
iation between Canadians 


and the often marginalized 
aboriginal population which 
routinely suffers from poor 
living conditions and high 
unemployment. 

Harold Roscher, chaplain 
director for the Edmonton 
Native Healing Center said it 


was a good apology. 

"It does cover and admit to 
some very specific things 
which needed to be ex¬ 
pressed," he said. "It's obvi¬ 
ously long overdue, though 
I'm happy that it happened

Documents left on train 


Top secret files 
turned in to BBC 

One of Britain's top intelli¬ 
gence officials left a file with 
secret documents about Iraq 
and al Qaeda on a train, in 
an embarrassing govern¬ 
ment security breach that 


was exposed yesterday. 

A passenger found the or¬ 
ange folder on a train and 
handed it in to the BBC, 
which said it contained top 
secret documents on Iraq 
and al Qaeda. 

The Cabinet Office, the 
central government depart¬ 


ment that supports the work 
of Prime Minister Gordon 
Brown, acknowledged the 
incident and said it had 
called in a police investiga¬ 
tion. 

A police spokeswoman 
confirmed that the counter¬ 
terrorism command of Lon¬ 


don's police force was carry¬ 
ing out the probe. 

The Cabinet Office de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
contents of the missing file. 
But the BBC said they con¬ 
tained two reports, one on 
Iraq's security forces and 
one on al Qaeda. reuters 


Bruni sings of 
drugs, lovers 


France's first lady Carla 
Bruni-Sarkozy sings of 30 
lovers and hard drugs on a 
new album that she insists 
was not inspired by her 
whirlwind romance and mar¬ 
riage to President Nicolas 
Sarkozy. 

Top French newspaper Le 
Figaro said the distinctive 
melodies and bold lyrics on 
Bruni's Comme si de rien n'e- 
tait (As if nothing had hap¬ 
pened), her first album since 
she wed Sarkozy, were a new 
departure from plain folk and 
a musical success. 


Le Figaro critic Bertrand 
Dicale said in his review that 
the album—which is due out 
on July 21 — shows Bruni 
coming of age as a songstress 
and embracing more recog- 
nisably French styles and the 
flamboyance of the 1960s. 

"I am a child despite my 40 
years and 30 lovers," Bruni 
sings in the song Une Enfant 
(A Child), according to Dicale 
who said it was one of the 
best on the album. 

This is Bruni's third album 
since turning from top model 
to musician. reuters

POLITICS The chief of 
Democrat Barack Obama’s 
search for a vice- 
presidential running mate 
stepped down from that 
role yesterday over 
questions about loans he 
received from a company 
involved in the U.S. housing 
crisis.

Canadians still 
paying more 


Prices 18% higher 
than in U.S.: Study 

Retail prices in Canada, from 
cars to video games and 
books, remain 18 per cent 
higher than the U.S. despite 
the loonie's meteoric rise to 
parity with the greenback 
last fall, according to the lat¬ 
est study by Doug Porter, 
deputy chief economist at 
BMO Capital Markets 
While that's down from 
the 24 per cent price gap seen 
a year ago, it's still "extraor¬ 
dinarily large," Porter said in 


the report called "Uh, oh... 
the Price is Still wrong." 

Meanwhile, Canadian re¬ 
tailers' profit margins are 
soaring, thanks in part to the 
higher dollar and cheap 
Asian imports, an earlier re¬ 
port by National Bank Finan¬ 
cial shows. Retail profit 
margins hit a record high of 
4.3 per cent in the first three 
months of this year, and are 
up 16 per cent over last year. 

It seems retailers dropped 
prices just far enough last fall 
to "staunch a wave of cross- 
border shopping," Porter

Oil prices about 
40% overvalued? 


The price of oil is overvalued 
by at least 40 per cent and 
should fall to around $80 US 
to $90 US per barrel over the 
longer term, a top European 
Union economic adviser was 
quoted as saying yesterday. 

Klaus Gretschmann, direc¬ 
tor general for internal mar¬ 
ket issues at the EU’s Council 
of Ministers, told German 
daily Die Welt that a specu¬ 
lative bubble had formed 
around oil prices which 


would burst, lowering the 
cost of crude. 

"Twenty per cent of the 
current price is attributable 
to foreign exchange effects 
and the weakness of the dol¬ 
lar, another 25 per cent are 
down to speculation," he 
said. 

Average production costs 
for a barrel of crude were 
currently around $15 to $25, 
the paper quoted him as say¬ 
ing. REUTERS

Portugal became the first team into 
the Euro 2008 quarter-finals while 
co-hosts Switzerland went out in 
heart-breaking circumstances after 
two action-packed Group A matches 
yesterday. 

Portugal, the 2004 runners-up, 
beat Czech Republic 3-1 in a hugely 
entertaining game in Geneva while 
Turkey snatched an injury-time 2-1 
win over Switzerland in Basel, where 
torrential rain left first-half playing 
conditions almost farcical. 

Portugal now have six points from 
their first two matches and are guar¬ 
anteed to top the group regardless of 
what happens in their final game 
against Switzerland on Sunday. 

The Czechs and Turkey each have 
three and meet in their last game — a 
winner-takes-all battle for second 
place which, for the first time in a 
major tournament group phase, will 
go to penalties if it ends level. 

Yesterday's opening game was an¬ 
other classic and also featured the 
first equalizer of the tournament

U.S. Open fans are set for a

A winner of three major ti¬ 
tles, he is especially hungry 
to clinch his first U.S. Open 
after finishing runner-up on 
four occasions. 

"Winning this tournament 
would be something that 
would help define my career,"

Topping off your toilet with a bidet 



Toilet seat-type bidets, like this Brondell Swash 800, are a good 
way to save space in a bathroom. 


T he design team dis¬ 
cussed the curious 
but highly practical 
bidet a month ago — and 
there were a lot of ques¬ 
tions and a lot of interest. 

We hope this column 
clarifies some of your 
questions. There are differ¬ 
ent kinds of bidets — we 
discussed the elegant 
stand-alone unit, which re¬ 
quires extra space and 
plumbing and tends to be 
regarded as “high end.” 
But many people without 
room or the desire to redo 
the plumbing in their 
bathrooms asked us about 
the toilet seat-type bidet. 
The toilet seat bidet is just 
what it sounds like — it is 
mounted on top of a con¬ 
ventional toilet like a 
larger-than-usual toilet 
seat. And it does exactly

what a bidet is supposed to 
do — it cleans your poste¬ 
rior parts with soothing 
water (rather than subject¬ 
ing them to the repeated 5 

and sometimes irritating 5 

scrubs with toilet paper or | 
washcloths). “ 

We’ve got to admit this 
— from a design point of 
view, we don’t like a toilet- 
top bidet that looks too 
bulky and too “high-tech.” 
Please keep sleek and 
streamlined in mind — the 


last thing you want in a 
bathroom is a complicated 
and overly technical-look¬ 
ing piece of equipment, es¬ 


pecially on a toilet. 

That being said, we can¬ 
not deny that the toilet- 
seat bidet has unbeatable 


practical advantages. For 
instance, it takes virtually 
no room. Once installed, it 
simply makes the existing 
toilet a little taller in the 
back. And it hooks up to 
the existing toilet, so not 
much extra plumbing is 
involved. In addition, the 
toilet seat bidets are easy 
to install and come off eas¬ 
ily for cleaning. How per¬ 
suasive is that? 

The bidet toilet seat also 
has the advantage of being 
used in the same way a toi¬ 
let is used — users sit on 
the toilet in the usual way 
and operate controls to 
turn on a water spray. So 
users with limited mobil¬ 
ity may find the toilet-top 
bidet easier to use than a 
stand-alone unit, since 
they do not have to move 
themselves from the toilet, 


face the wall, and straddle 
the stand-alone — a task 
that takes considerable 
physical dexterity. 

“There is no squatting 
(with a toilet-top bidet )— 
easier for those with sore 
knees,” notes Rita Van 
Dyke, sales consultant 
with Burnaby-based BC 
Plumbing. 

The other amazing 
thing about the toilet seat 
bidet is the frankly aston¬ 
ishing range of features 
that are available. With a 
remote control, you can 
control water temperature 
and intensity, but you can 
also choose pulsating 
sprays, blow-drying, a 
heated seat and much 
more.

A 'season to taste

Asparagus season is short, 
usually just 4 to 6 weeks, de¬ 
pending on weather and lo¬ 
cale. So pick up the last of 
local asparagus and grill it up 
with salmon, potatoes and 
pepper and toss with greens 
for a lovely warm weather 
dinner. Serve this recipe with 
some great bread and glass 
of chilled white wine. 

Grilled Asparagus, 

Salmon and Potato Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) fresh local as¬ 
paragus (1 bunch) 

8-12 small potatoes, about 
12 oz (375 g) 

1 yellow pepper, quartered 
Extra virgin olive oil 
Salt and pepper 
12 oz (375 g) salmon fillet 
8 cups (2 L) mixed salad 
greens 

Honey Tarragon Dressing 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 tbsp (15 mL) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1 tbsp (15 mL) honey 

2 tbsp (25 mL) white wine 
vinegar 

1 tbsp (15 mL) fresh lemon 
juice 

1 tsp (5 mL) dried tarragon 
leaves 

V 2 tsp (2 mL) salt 
14 tsp (1 mL) pepper 
1/3 cup (75 mL) olive or veg¬ 
etable oil 

PREPARATION TIME: 15 minutes 
GRILLING TIME: 30 minutes 

Serves 4 

METHOD: Make dressing: In 
small bowl, whisk mustard, 
honey, vinegar and lemon 
juice. Add tarragon, salt and 
pepper. Slowly whisk in oil. 
Re-whisk just before serving, 
store any leftover in sealed 
jar in refrigerator. Makes 
about 2/3 cup (150 mL). 

Brush salmon with 1 tbsp 
(15 mL) dressing while 
preparing remaining ingredi¬ 
ents and preheating barbe¬ 
cue. Place greens in a large

salad bowl. Wash asparagus 
well, snap off ends. Scrub 
potatoes. Toss asparagus, po¬ 
tatoes and yellow pepper 
with a little olive oil and sea¬ 
son lightly with salt and pep¬ 
per. 

Grill asparagus, potatoes, 
pepper and salmon on pre¬ 
heated barbecue over 
medium-to-medium high 
heat until salmon is opaque 
and vegetables are done, 20 
to 30 minutes. Remove items 
as they are cooked. 

Slice salmon, asparagus 
and pepper into bite size 
pieces. Cut potatoes in half or 
quarters, depending on size. 
Add all to salad greens; add a 
small amount of dressing and 


toss well. Serve immediately. 
TIP # 1 : A flat grill with holes 
simplifies grilling fish and 
a grill basket is good for 
small vegetables such as 
small potatoes. 

TIP # 2 : Refrigerate remain¬ 
ing dressing. 

Asparagus Tips: 

• Look for firm, straight 
spears with deep green or 
purple tips that are compact 
and tightly closed. The stem 
ends should be moist and 
green, not grey, cracked or 
dry. 

• Skinny, medium or large, 
the size isn't the issue, but 
try to pick similar size 
spears for even cooking. 
Medium to large are better 


for the grill. 

• The fresher the better, as¬ 
paragus is best cooked the 
day you buy it. To store any 
longer, cut 1 inch (2.5 cm) or 
so off the ends and wrap the 
ends in wet paper towel and 
store in plastic bag; or store 
like flowers, upright in 1 
inch (2.5 cm) of water in a 
container and cover with 
plastic. 

• Grit and sand can wedge 
itself in the tightly com¬ 
pacted tips, so wash well, 
lightly scrubbing the tips. 
Break off asparagus stems 
where they snap easily, com¬ 
posting the ends. 

• Roasting and grilling con¬ 
centrate the flavour of most 


foods, particularly vegeta¬ 
bles that are often cooked in 
water, such as asparagus. 
Toss in a little oil, season to 
taste and grill over a high to 
medium-high heat until ten¬ 
der-crisp but bright green. 
For doneness, go by looks 
and texture rather than 
time.

Singer-songwriter

With her seventh solo album 
recently released and two 
decades of success behind her, 
including an Oscar nod, 
singer/songwriter Aimee 
Mann has a lot to smile about. 

Just don't ask her to. 

She makes it clear she de¬ 
spises this type of request in 
her new album title @#%&*! 
Smilers, which audiences are 
expected to insert their own 
curse word into. It's pointed 
at a phrase Mann and a friend 
coined to describe people 
who feel the need to tell oth¬ 
ers to be more... well, smiley. 

The characters in Mann's 
13-song pop collection would 
likely share this sentiment. 
They include a drug addict, a 
has-been, an insecure artist 
and a host of other troubled 
personalities. 

"I think it's a mix of both 
(real and fictional characters) 
... there's definitely songs 
about people I know, but a lot 
of it is fictional," says Mann 
about Smilers, released on her 
own SuperEgos label. 

Highly praised for her lyrics 


(characters and situations in 
the 1999 movie Magnolia were 
written based on her songs), 
Mann's carefully crafted story¬ 
telling is often confessional 
and/or cautionary. 


"(Songwriting) is good for 
the kinds of things that you 
can't really talk to anybody 
about and you can barely 
sort of even explain to your¬ 
self. It's a way for your sub¬ 


conscious to kind of commu¬ 
nicate with your self," ex¬ 
plained the youthful-looking 
47-year-old during a recent 
interview. 

In synth-pop opener Free¬ 


way, the former "HI Tuesday 
front woman documents the 
struggles of a drug-addicted 
friend. 

"I think everybody strug¬ 
gles with obsession to a cer¬ 
tain extent because I think 
it's a mechanism by which 
people make themselves feel 
better... It gives you the illu¬ 
sion of control and power." 

And while the Los Angeles- 
based singer stays true to her 
soulful pop sound, Smilers 
differs from her other work 
in its lack of electric guitar. A 
decision she says was made 
during recording because 
"we just didn't need it." 

Instead, Mann focuses on 
keyboard, acoustic guitar and 
synthesizers. 

For instance, the last track, 
Ballantines, is an almost 
cabaret-sounding tune, albeit 
telling the disheartening 
story of a one-time hot shot 
now down on his luck. 

"I dreamt that I wrote a 
song and I was listening to 
this song in my dream and at 
the end of every verse, it ref¬ 
erenced a different beer... All 
I remember (was Ballantines 
beer) and I just thought that 
that was such a ridiculous 
idea that I thought I'd see if I 
could write something that 
had the flavour of that 
dream."

Local group

A small, unsuspecting prairie 
town sits quiet. The cliched 
tumbleweed rolls by. Sud¬ 
denly, movement is seen in 
the distance. It's people — 50 
of them. They're wearing 
marching band uniforms, 
promenading down the main 
strip in single file. Some play 
instruments, some wave 
flags and twirl batons while 
others pull little red wagons 
holding powered amps. But, 
before the town knows 
what's hit them, the proces¬ 


sion has marched out the 
other side of town, boarded a 
bus and is gone. 

That's The Wet Secrets' 
rock fantasy.

They almost have to be 
light. Busy lives outside The 
Wet Secrets barely permit 
them time to focus too heavily 
on the band's development. 

Kim Rackel on tuba and 
trumpet and Donna Ball on 
trombone run burlesque 
troupe, Capital City Burlesque. 
Lyle Bell does overtime in 
Shout Out Out Out Out and 
manages production of Vue 
Weekly. Keyboardist Doug 
Organ (check his birth certifi¬ 
cate) produces and plays in a 
number of bands and Ander¬ 
son doubles as a budding film¬ 
maker. 

"It's just hard to get the five 


of us in a room, let alone a 
city," says Anderson. 

When asked if the band 
has longevity in them, An¬ 
derson jokes, "Oh, I doubt it! 
It was meant to be a one 


week prank and it has been 
pulling us along so far." 

But, Anderson says The 
Wet Secrets are happy fatal¬ 
ists, optimistic about what's 
to come. "We know if it's 


meant to be, it will be.

Good training for Rescue Me role 


CALL IT RESEARCH: As 

everyone knows, actress 
Tatum O’Neal was caught 
up in a drug bust earlier 
this month, busted on New 
York’s Lower East Side buy¬ 
ing cocaine during what 
she calls a downward emo¬ 
tional spiral after the 
death of her dog.

member. O’Neal plays the 
sister of Leary’s character 
on the show — an alcoholic 
like her brother, with a lit¬ 
tle porn addiction on the 
side and the sort of emo¬ 
tional history that would 
even make friends think 
twice before trying to fix 
her up with someone they 
know. 

“Tatum shot a couple of 


episodes before her recent 
trouble,” Leary told the Na¬ 
tional Ledger this week, 
“and she has a lot of other 
segments she’ll do — it 
doesn’t matter to me when 
and how she comes back. I 
love her. She’s great.” 

Leary calls the bust “a 
lucky break for her,” since 
it “kept her from doing 
whatever damage she 
would have done to her¬ 
self.”
